TP\ or twenty years from now Japan will be one of
the greatest—perhaps the greatest—of all outside
factors affecting American progress,” Yusuke Tsurumi,
one of Japan's young political leaders, asserted in a re-
cent lecture in the United States.

He also connected the re-
sponsibility for the two conflicting tendencies in Jap-
anese foreign policies with the names-of two Americans,
General Le Gendre and General Grant.

He said we must not only make use of such agencies as -
the League of Nations and the Washington conference
for the prevention of war, but we must sincerely face
undn]\mtr problems, namely-the causes of war.

“If I may be allowed to anticipate, I will venture to
say that throughout this story, from the beginning to
the latest cable, the United States of America has
played an important role in our development—one which
is destined to be even more impressive in the future.
